In a recent report, Col. Her­ 
bert told of a steady month-to- 
month increase in tonnage, han­ 
dled by the port, and Gen. Gross 
predicted doubling of present 
tonnage moved by west coast 
ports once Germany collapses. 

Today's anniversary finds the 
Transportation Corps operating 
more vessels than any navy or 
merchant marine in the 'world, 
moving more tonnage in less 
time than has ever been possible 
before in military operations, 
and operating supply routes 
over the seven seas and every 
continent, providing American 
soldiers on 50 fighting fronts 
with all their needs.
